The Governor of Ohio,--Surrender of 
Fugitives from Justice, 


The Louisville Journal of last Monday says: 
“We learn from the Cincinnati Enquirer that 


Governor of Kentucky. Kinsman is indicted 
in the circuit court of this county for decoying 
and enticing away the slave of Mr. Thurston of 
this city. This refusal of the Governor of 
Ohio is a gross outrage and violation’ of ‘duty. 
The clause of the constitution under whieh the 
requisition was made, wegive below. There is 
no doubt whatever that néfro stealing is a 
crime in Kentucky, a violation of property re- 
cognized ay property by the constitution. It 
matters not whether such property is or is not 
recognized in Ohio. Here is the proposition of 
the constitution. 

«+A person charged in any State with trea- 
son, feleny-ox other crime, who shall flee from 
justice and be found in another State, shall,"on 
demand of the Executive authority of the State 
fron which he fled, be delivered ‘up, to be re- 
moved to the State having jurisdiction ofthe 
erime.’—Sec. 2, Art. IV, Con. U.S

He 
was indicted by the Grand Jury of Mason coun- 
ty, Ky. for giving aid’ to. fugitive slaves in 
Ohio!!, On this indictmént he was demanded 
by the Executive of that State, given up with 
disgraceful precipitancy by Governor Vance, 
dragged to Kentucky, and chained ina dun- 
geon. Whe y of trial came, Judge Read, 
decided that the act chargedas a crime, having 
been done in another State, Kentucky had no 
jurisdiction in the case. Just at this moment, 
the owner of the slave or slaves said to have 
escaped, had him arrested on a civil suit for 
damages; he was again cast into jail, and ere 
he could obtain his discharge, was obliged to 
give heavy bail. On the testimony of witnesscs 
of infamous character, notoriously so, he wae 
convicted, and the result was, the utter ruin of 
himself and family. He died a few months 
since, leaving a widow and‘several children, in 
a state of destitution. A case of greater hard- 
ship, and more rank injustice, can scarcely be 
found on record. 

While Ohio has tamely permitted the grossest 
violations of her rights, of which the cases just 
referred to are but specimens,’ Kentucky has 
taken good care to consirue the constitutional

The Governor of New York, (Mr. Seward,) re-

Governor Bartley, if the report in the Enqui- 
frer be correct, has assumed precisely the same 
ground; and thereupon the Journal chergeshim 
with committing “a gross outrage, and viola- 
tion of duty!” That paper has a perfect right 
to question the correctness of his construction 
of the constitution, and it is natural it should 
doso—but there is no warrant or apology for de- 
nunciation. ‘The Governor of Ohio. is sworn 
to support the constitution of the United States, 
and he must interpret it for himself, where it 
imposes upon him an official duty.

Saturday, the 14th day of December, we 
took our departure from the city of Baltimore, 
on board the ill-fated Phenix, and in 27 hours 
we were wafted with a fine breeze out of the 
bay. Our progress still continued for thirty- 
six hours after, to be gentle and easy, 80 much 
so as not to disturb in the least the nervous 
system, or prevent the enjoyment of our daily 
rations. This state of things, however, was 
not to be so protracted as to constitute a mo- 
notony, and our minds were relieved from any 
apprehensions of that nature, by the change in 
the motion of the elements areund us. The 
wind, which had hitherto rested quiet,in the 
bosom of our sails, inviting all our canvass to be 
anfurled, suddenly changed, and blew a gale, 
until we were compelled to close-reef, and 
finally go under bare poles. The sea became 
tremendous. Our little bark, which seemed 
but a speck in the midst of the contending ele- 
ments, appeared perfectly at home, and obeyed 
the heli beautifully. 

Forabout 40 hours, we were tossed and tum- 
bled about in a manner quite novel to us. My 
friend was ‘aid up in ordinary, attending to 
the cleansing of his stomach: I had not much 
of that to do, but a previous indisposition, and 
the coldness of the weather, prevented my wit- 
nessing so much of the scene as I would have 
liked, but enough to convince me,’ that “the 
who go down to the sea in ships, that do busi- 
ness in great waters, these see the works of the 
Lord, and his wonders in thedecp.” The stock 
of 20 cows on deck came out minus 25 percent. 
at the end of the gale, they being thrown down 
by the motion of the vessel, and drowned by 
the quantity of water thrown on the deck.— 
Succeeding’the gale, we had light winds, with 
a calm, which continned 3 or 4 days. The 
swell of the sea kept us rolling and rocking, 
till it nearly rocked our patience out of us, and 
most of us were ready to exclaim, “Better a 
gale than a calm.” 

In running the Caucos passage, we fell in 
with the trade wind, which followed us the re- 
mainder of the way, blowing with a violence 
little less than a gale. For two days, we were 
riding Over waves of tremendous height and 
size, and on Monday, the 30th inst., we made 
the Island of Jamaica at 4 P. M.; saw the ligh 
house before sunset, and arrived within Point 
Morant just at dark. Here we were sheltered 
from the winds, the sea became much smooth- 
er, and all felt that our passage was ncar a suc- 
cessful termination. ‘The sails were taken in, 
except a close-reefed foretopsail, and we were 
constantly expecting -a visit from some of the 
numerous pilot-boats which swarm in this ¥ 
cinity. A squall at this “time came suddenly 
over us, the clouds were low and black, the 
rain fell in torrents, and the darkness excluded 
every object from our view, still no danger was 
apprehended. I was sitting in the cabin, conver- 
sing With the Mate, and in answer to his enqui- 
ries had expressed my satisfaction at having been 
able to witness.the various scenes and trials to 
which those are subject who follow. the seas, 
and had scarce uttered the sentence, when our 
attention was arrested by the brig lightly 
thumping over the rocks!

It may be that a little enthusiasm mingled 
with my feelings, as I exclaimed after the 
meeting adjourned, “If a thousand persons had 
been present, and heard what was said, three- 
fourths of them must have been converted to 
anti-slavery.” 

It seems to me, that if Brooke would write 
out and publish his remarks, with the evidence 
he adduced in support of the startling proposi- 
tions he stated, they would no doubt be of great 
service at this juncture of the anti-slavery en- 
terprise, when so many boldly assert that sla- 
very is a divine institution. 

On the second and third days of this week H. 
L. Preston addressed large audience at the 
house of D. Espy, with a force and power of 
eloquence that must have carried conviction to 
the hearts of many, if they have hearts to feel; 
and demonstrated at the same time his capa- 
bility ofstanding in the very foremost ranks, as 
an anti-slavery speaker, for he rose to the sub- 
lime.

Cincinnati Enquirer--Fugitives from 
Justice-=Misrepresentations, 

The Cincinnati Enquirer is neither a fair no) 

correct reasoner. It does justice neither to an 
opponent, nor tothe subject at issue betweer: 
them. In its leading editorial of last Friday. 
it ascribed to us a character we do not sustain 
and the declaration of propositions, we never 
made. To-day, we shall have room for nothing 
but the exposure of its misrepresentations; to- 
morrow, having cleared the way, we shall com 
mence the discussion of the real question i1 
controversy, which is, the duty,of 4 Governor o, 
a State where a demand is made upon him by the 
Executive of another State, for the surrender of ¢ 
person charged “with treason, felony or other 
crime.” 

Our neighbor says— 

“The Herald having become the accredited 
champion of Governor Bartley, in the matter ot 
Kinsman, we look to it for the ground of expla- 
nation, and defence of his refusal to surrender 
him up.” 

The honor which our neighbor intends thus 
to confer upon us, we most respectfully decline. 
For all we know of the Kinsman case, we are 
indebted to the Enquirer, so that, although w« 
believe Governor Bartley did his duty, still, a> 
the grounds upon which his declination was 
founded, have not been disclosed, it would 
evince a zeal without knowledge for us to at- 
tempt his defence. 

The Enquirer represents us as having laid 
down the following two propositions. 

1. “To entice a slave away from his master 
in Kentucky, is not a crime under the law oi 
nations, the federal constitution, or the Gov- 
ernment of Ohio.” 

2. “Kentucky ought not to complain about 
this matter, says the Herald, because her citi- 
zens have committed various outrages in Ohio, 
and because they once prevented a man from 
being arrested, who was required from that 
State by the Governor of Ohio.” 

These propositions he assails with as much 
fury asnerved the arm of the redoubtable Don 
Quixote in his battle with the wind-mills; but, 
like that respectable gentleman, he is, as onc 
beating the air. We never conceived such pro- 
positions, much less laid them down. 

The lion that mistook a hat perched on a 
stick, for the head of its owner, and, in his haste 
for a good mouthful, leaped clear over the preci- 

pice, into the gulph beneath, did not com- 

” mit a greater blunder in the estimation of the 
man who sat safely ensconced under the preci- 
pice, than did our neighbor when he laid out 
all his strength upon those propositions. If he 
will look again at our article, he will see that 
the sole object of it was to censure the precipi- 
tancy of the Louisville Journal in denouncing 
Governor Bartley, and to show our neighbors in 
Kentucky, that they, above all other people. 
were bound to be moderate in their tone, in 
such cases as that of Kinsman. Not a singk 
proposition did we make; nor did we even at- 
tempt to touch the merits of the question, in re- 
gard to the duty of Governors, under the clause 
of the constitution relating to fugitives from 
justice. Our neighbor went off half-cocked, 
and his lead hit only the thin air. 

To convince the Louisville Journal, that it 
was unreasonable in its hasty denunciation, we 
urged various considerations. It was remind- 
ed that before passing sentence upon Gov- 
ernor Bartley, it should possess some other in- 
formation in regard to the case, than that fur- 
nished in a mere newspaper report. It was re- 
ferred to the position of Governor Seward of 
New York, who had refused to comply with a 
requisition from the State of Virginia, for the 
surrender of a person indicted for aiding slaves 
to escape therefrom, on the ground that, as this 
act was no crime, “according to the common 
law, the law of nations, or the statute law of 
New York,” the case did not come within the 
scope of the constitutional provision for the 
surrender of fugitive criminals; and we re- 
marked, even “a slaveholder, of candid, sober 
mind, must perceive at least a show of reason in 
this construction, and cannot be surprised that 
men who regard slavery as ‘against natural 
right, should believe it to be the true construc- 
tion.” We added, that the Journal] had a per- 
fect right to question the correetness of this 
construction, which, from the report in the En- 
quirer, seemed to be the one adopted by Gover- 
nor Bartley—but, that it afforded no ground for 
denunciation—for, the Governor of a sovereign 
State was bound to interpret for himself any 
clause of the Constitution imposing upon him 

an official duty. No proposition was made by 

us—none adopted—we did not even sanction 
the construction referred to, And yet on the

fugitives from Justices-The Duty of 
the States, 
To-day we commence a series of articles on 
the obiigations growing out of that clause in 
the Federal Constitution, which provides for the 
surrender of fugitives from justice. 
As our profession is but that of an humble 
editor, we may fail to express oursclves with 
that legal correctness and precision which 
are to be looked for in the reasonings of a law- 
yer, holding so responsible a position as that, 
to which the editor of the Cincinnati Enquirer 
has been appointed by the people. But, we 
write for the people, and not for lawyers. 
In the consideration of the subject, we shall 
define our own position, and pursues our own 
course of argument, noticing incidentally, so 
much of the article of our neighbor, as may 
bear upon the question. 


The second clause, Sec. 2, Art. IV., of the 
Federal Constitution provides as follows :— 

“A person charged in any State with treason, 
felony, or other crime, who shall flee from jus- 
tice, and be found in another State, shall on 
demand of the Executive authority of the State 
from which he fled, be delivered up to be re- 
moved to the State having jurisdiction of the 
crime.” 

This provision is in the form of a treaty- 
stipulation between Sovereign States. It im- 
poses a duty, but so far as we can discover, con- 
fers no power upon Congress, directly, or by 
implication, to enforce it. But, Congress in 
1793, did pase an act to carry it into effect, and 
the weight of judicial authorities since then 
has sustained its constitutionality. 


Had no clause of this kind been adopted, 
Justice, owing to the peculiar geographical and 
social relations of the States, would often have 
been defrauded of her dues,and crime would have 
enjoyed comparative impunity. The object of 
the provision was, to establish Justice, by the 
more effectual punishment of those crimes, 
which are recognised as such by all civilized 
and Christian nations. It was not designed to 
benefit a merely local interest, or strengthen 
the peculiar institutions of any State or section. 


Had it been regarded by the Government and 
the people, simply as a clause of compact be- 
tween the States, it would have devolved upon 
the State upon whom the demand fora fugitive 
criminal was made, to prescribe the mode of 
the requisition, and the tribunal to decide upon 
it, as well as to define what offences were 
meant by “treason” and “felony,” and by the

But, Congress, without attending to the last- 
mentioned particular, has assumed the right, to 
prescribe the mode of requisition, and to desig- 
nate the officer, to respond to it. The act of 
1793 provides— 

“That wherever the Executive authority of 
any State in the Union, or of either of the ter- 
ritories, north-west or south of the river Ohio, 
shall demand any person ag a fugitive from jus- 
tice, of the executive authority of such State 
or territory, to which such person shall have 
fled, and shall, moreover, produce the copy of
